2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Setoguchi 
et al (6,084,558) [submitted by applicant]. 

Setoguchi et al in figures 1-20 teach a method of driving a plasma display device 
applying a first voltage between sustain discharge electrodes so as to perform discharge in 
a display cell comprising a removal step of removing wall charges formed by sustain 
discharge performed between the sustain discharge electrodes on an address electrode for 
selecting the display cell (see abstract).
